As you may recall, representatxves of both civllxan and military 
agencies are selected to participate. The total number of executives 
selected will be around twenty. Nominees should be mature Indivxduals 
Tfho are accustomed to responsibility, so that they may contribute to 
discussions as well as learn from them. They should be persons whom you 
regard as definitely successful, yet, who are at the same time capable 
of further development. They should be persons in your agency who are 
frequently suggested for difficult assignments and who can be released 
from current work for a two-week period only with some hardship. 

Nominations may be made by writing to Mr, William T, McDo^d, 
Director of the Executive Conference Program, They should be submitted 
before January 31, 1998, For each person nominated, we would appreciate 
receiving a brief resume of his background, including his age, education, 
career record, awards and distinctions, and prior participation in ^ 
conferences, meetings, or other related activities concerned wxth pu xc 

management.
